A. The Book of Nehemiah is there called the 
Second Bock of Efdras (which is the {ame as Ezra) 
upon tae Authority of Se. Athanafius, Chrfoftome 
and Bed-, who are of this Opinion, becaute a- 
mong the Fews thefe two Books made but one 
Volume. Some again Conjecture that Ezra and 
Nevemiah are Lat two Names of the fame Man, 
but this is Confuted by Nebem. 8. 9. where they 
are mentioned as two feveral Perions, and the 
lame may be proved by other Arguments, True 
it isthat in the Hid ew Text there is no Separation 
of the Book cf Nehemrab trom that of Ezra, but 
both make one continued Hiftory. Norwithttand- 
ing thar each of them Writ bis own Affairs is dil- 
coverable from the Difference in their Style. For 
the Style of Nefemizh is much more eafy and plain 
than thar of Ezra, who Writes much in the Cha/- 
dc? Dialect. befides, tie tirft Words of Nehemiah 
ihew the Book to be Wric by himfelf,

A. If the Tables of Sines, Tangenrs and Se. 
cants Publifhed by Viacg, are truly Calculaed, the 
Querift muft be miftaken in the Proportion he af- 
figns, and that he is miftaken is even Ocularly 
Demonttrable. Vlacy making the Radius to be 
Joco00o, 00, computes the Tangent of 30 gr. to 
be 57735. 03. So thar the Proportion of the Se- 
cond to the Firft is nearly as 6 to 10. Whether 
this Calculation is truly made we have nor leifure 
troexamin. Batthe Querift may prefencly fatisfy 
himielf of this, by ufing the Rules de'ivered by 
Mr. Cafive! in his Trigonometry for the Calculating 
of Sines, Tangents, &c.

The Extra&t of a Leuer from the Swedith Secre- 
tary at Paris, to the Swedifh Secretary at the 
Hague, dated Augu/? 29, 1710. 


Acoutier is Arrived from Spain, with the News 
that King Philip having ventur’a another Bat- 
tle on the 2oth near Sagoffa the Walloons and Ba- 
varians threw down their Arms and refufcd to 
fight. They were about 12000. That cccati- 
on’d the Kings Houfhold to be cat in Pieces ; and 
and that his Majefty was {carce able to eicape him- 
felf, and fly towards Madrid. All Arragon is now 
open, without mentioning the other Conlequences 
of this Victory. Some attribute the Lols of this 
Battle to the Treachery of fome Generals. 


The Extract of a Letter from the Minifter of the 
Republick of Genoa at Paris, to the Minifter 
of that Republick at the Hague, dated at Paris 
the 28th of Augu/?, 1710. 


N the 26th Inftant, a Meffenger from Boyanne 
Arrived here from the Kings Lievtenant there, 
with a Letrer directed to the Vuke of Alva, Am. 
baffador from King Philip; That Le rer brought 
with it the Copy of another Wrote by the Viceroy 
of Navarre to the faid Lieutenant, dated the 21 ft, 
defiring of him with great Earneftnefs tome Pow- 
der, and {everal Pieces of Cannon, as being appre- 
henfive left the Victorious Army of Generai Sra- 
cemberg, afier the Bloody Battle they had gained 
the 20th neat Saragoffa, fhould March towards 
that fide. That Letters fay that King Philip, as 
he was Marching towards Saragofla was met and 
Arcack'd by the Army of General Staremberg in the 
Neighbourhood of that Place. That the Walloon 
Foor threw down their Arms. That the Spenith 
Horfe was Routed. That che King’s Guards had 
rformed wonder ; But being ar laft cut to Pieces, 
King Philip made his Eicape towards Madrid with 
only 5 or 6 Followers. This, Sir, is a teue Re- 
Jation of what even the Duke of Alva own'd to me 
Yefterday. This Morning at Monfieur Torcy’s 
they Talked of nothing elle; and fome faid that 
the Duke de Gramment, who is Governor of Bay- 
onne, had the like Letter from that Place, An 
Bxprefs trom Kiag Philip is expected with Impati- 
ence, and if this is confirmed with the {ame Cir- 
cumftances, moft Peopla are periuaded that King 
will uot be able to maintain himfelf on the Throne.
